SIR WlLLIAil WALLACE SOCIETY. 

Lecture by the Kcv. Dr. Cnnipbcll on Sir 
William Wallace— A Very Interest- 
lilir Jleetliifc. 

Rev. Dr. Campbell last night delivered a 
most interesting and instructive lecture on 
the life of Sir William Wallace. The lec- 
turer said that in order to understand tho 
subject it was neoessary to know something 
of the history of tho country at thu time. 
Vfiot to this Scotland was In a most pros- 
perous condition, her ports being filled with 
ships from all parts of Europe, more especi- 
ally from France, showing that Scotland had 
a very extensive foreign tritde. He showed 
tho connections of the kings with neighbor- 
ing states, and what gave rise to that v/hich 
ultimately led to tho interference in Scot- 
tish elFiirs by Edword I. The Scottish 
people ,were sullenly waiting for an oppor- 
tunity to throw off the English yoke — 
only waiting for a leader who should 
lead them on to victory and freedom. 
Wallace rose from a oomparatively obsoure 
position to drive out the Eoglisb and was 
one of the greatest generals either of ancient 
or modern times— ranking with Xapoleon, 
Wellington and many others. Rut unfor- 
tunately he incurred the jealousy of the no- 
bility, and finally at the battle of Falkirk 
Buflfered defeat, retiring to France; by and 
bye, however, returning to Scotland, He 
was subsequently betrayed and dolivorod to 
Edward 1 and ignominous death. The life 
and death of Wallace was an inspiration to 
his countrymen so that their ultimate con- 
quest wafl impoeaible. This inspiration had 
kept Scotland and .Scotunien independent 
and hiul given to tho people tlieir diotinc- 
livu character. After a very lino evening 
ipont in Horg, rLcitation and dance the 
miioting adjourned. Among thcao present 
(luring tho livening were the Rova. Dr. 
Campbell, W. L Clay, (i. C. Muriaon, and 
Professor Uaird, of Winnipog, also Captain 
Molntyrc, of the Coata Rico, and CJaplain 
Morrison, of tho City of Glaagow. Rev. 
Professor I'.aird and Rov, Mr. Clay made 
some very appropriate remarks. J. G. 
Brown sang in fine style " Soots Whu Hae 
wi Wallace bled."

THE EDIN8 OP BlBYIidN. 

Vnlimble Discoveries Hade In the BxcavatlonB 
of American Solentlats. 

Wakiiinoton City, Sept. 11. — An aocount 
of tho scientifio exploration of the ruins of 
KifTer, near ancient Babylon, whioh is be- 
ing made by American scientists under the 
auspices of the Babylonian exploration fund, 
whioh wiiB subscribed by Fhiladelphians in 
1SS8. has been furnished to the state depart- 
ment by minister Terrell. Tho work of ex. 
oavation was begun in 1887 by Dr. Hil- 
phicht. From l.'iO to '250 Arabs are con- 
stantly employed. In tho number of tablets, 
brick, inscribed vases, and in the value of 
ouniform texts, the American enterprise is 
said to rival the explorations of Liyard at 
Nineveh. Dr, Hilphicht, the distinguished 
Assyrian scholar of the University of Penn- 
sylvania, remains at tho museum at tho re- 
quest of tho Turkish government to translate 
inscriptions and arrange tho tablets and 
other relica dating back to 4000 B, C. 
Many tons of tablets, sarcophagi and tho 
like, have already arrived at the museum at 
Constantinople, and the sultan, in recogni- 
tion of the services of the American profes- 
sors, has promised that the University of 
Pennsylvania shall receive one duplioato of 
each tablet. 

Minister Terrell says this enterprise has 
revealed an antiquity of the human race 
nearly ten centuries older than science had 
knowledee of before. The religion, govern- 
ment, habits of life, and, to a great extent, 
tho customs of men who lived 4000 B. C, 
are revealed by the inscriptions whioh are 
now being translated here and arranged for 
Prof, Hilphicht. Thus for 20,000 insorlbed 
tablets of cloy and stone have been discov- 
ered, bearing inscriptions which include 
promises to pay debts, deeds, contracts and 
records of important public ahd private 
events.

LoKDON, Sept. 14.— A diapatoh 
Shanghai to tho Contral News Bays 
eign miesionaries in tho Shing-Kinf; pro 
..▼iooe aro fleeiog to Nev Chang, {earing 
Violenos at the bands of the Cbineie eol- 
dieri, who are burning Chrlatian ohspelf. 
(Two Japanese arrested on Buspioion of be- 
ing gpioa were sent to Nanliin, where they 
will prob^b'y be tortured and heheaded. 

In regard to the BensatioDal stories oirou- 
lUed by a news agenoy, Sir Halliday Ma- 
cartney, oonnaellor of the CbineBe embabsy 
here, haa written a letter saying there is no 
foundation whatever for tho reports of dis- 
orderly conduct by the Chinese troops bo 
"wantonly and aaoiduoualy oirculateu." 
He asnerts that there never has been a mo- 
ment'ii uneaBineas cuher among the foreign- 
ers or the native pcpuUtion on account of 
the conduct tf iho viceroy's soldiers. 

A diepatoh to the Times from Shanghai 
says : Reports from Fusan Btate that fcha 
whole population of Southern Korea hue 
risen agikinst tho Japaneae. It is feared 
that the Koreans, many of whom are armed, 
will attack Fuaan. Two thousand Japanese 
troops have just arrived at that place. 

SuANOllAl, Sept. 14 —It is stated that 
the Cbineao admirally has decided to order 
the transfer from the Yang Sco coast to Pei 
Yanfeof all warships of largo tonnage, to bo 
aooomjpanied by a number of torpedo bouts 
from the.tqnadcon atFooChow, Canton and 
Nankyg. . '£he enemies of Li Gtiung Hang 
have reported to the Emperor tho fact thai 
Cbang Pei Lhn, son-in law of the Viceroy, 
who was banished in 1884, has returned to 
Tientsin. He has been ordered to return to 
exile. ' ' 

News from Fusan reports the rout of a 
Japanese force of 2,000 men who attemptec^ 
to niaroh from Fusan to Seoul. A portion 
of the force was compelled to return to the 
treaty port, only SCO men getting there. 
Two thouaaud freah troops have arrived at 
Fusan to guard the Japanese settlement 
against a feared attack by armed I'ong- 
haka. 

Gen. Lin Yung Fu, a bluck flig ohief of 
Annan, has received orders to depart for 
Formosa aa asfistant to tho Imperial high- 
way commiasioner. 

A great conlligration is reported to h&vo 
occurred at Chungking on Auj^nat 25 
About thirl y peruons aro koowu to have 
perished, audit ia probable that tlie Hat of 
the dead will prove much heavier. The 
property losa is eatimated at 10,000,000 
taels. Two thousand buildiogi were de- 
stroyed, including three temples. No foreign 
hooaes were burned. 

Rumors have roaohed here of tho battle 
fought; between the Chinese and Japaneae 
near Kairoheng, Korea, about Septembi-r 2. 
Native newspapers of September lOaay that 
the Sgtit lasted two days and was atill un- 
decided when the news was forwarded to 
the native press. Chinese papers of Sep- 
tember 12 announce that Geo. . ¥eh, the 
Chinese commander, reports having gaioed 
a victory over the Japanese. 

The floods in Korea stUl prevent the 
Chinese troops from crossing the Imobin 
river to attack the Japanse intrenohments. 
Another report current here says the Kirino 
division of the Chinese army has crossed 
the Kulin river and is now holding the city 
of SuhniDg while awaiting the advanoo of 
the main body before they attack the Japan- 
ese right flank. No reliable news, it m<>y 
be added, is obtainable here regarding the 
progress of the war, 

Washimoton, D.C., Sept. 14.— L'cut. 
Michael J O'Brien, of the fifth Infantry, 
has been designated aa military ftttaciieover 
the legation ae Tokyo, in response to the in- 
vitation of the Japanese government to send 
a military representative to.that country to 
witness the war with China. 

Nkw Yokk, Sept. 14— The following 
message transmitted in the original has been 
translated by a Japaneae gentleman in New 
York. It was sent by a Japanese special 
correspnodent serving with the flaet in tho 
Gulf of Poohili to tho newspaper in Japan 
which ho ropreaenta, and the name of which 
is for obviouD rc-=or!" withhold. Tho .Japan- 
ese government, hovvover, which exercises a 
strict ccnsorBhip over all news relating to 
tho war, prohib'tod its publication. " With 
the Japaneae fleet boforo Wei-Hai-Woi, 
Gulf of Pcchili, August 12. At 1 o'clock 
yesterday morning, tho 11th of August, our 
fleet, oqnaisting of 12 men-of-war, and a 
flotilla of six torpedo hoatp, took advantage 
of the diii kuesa of the ri(;ht and crept inio 
tho harbor of W'oi Hai-Woi, unknown to tho 
Chineac in tho fot lu and veseols. Six tor- 
poriu boulu wore sent out with tho intention 
of b'owiiig up the Chiueao warships anchored 
within. 

The flotilla was proceeding in tho wrong 
direction, and then disoovoriug their mis- 
take turned back, changed their courto 
and made straight to the place where the 
Chinese lay iii safety. When midway a 
British man-nf-war which was anchored 
there fired a salute for the Japanese vessela, 
a very unnsual thing to do in such circum 
stances. Upon this all the electric and 
search lights at the forts were lighted in an 
Instant and soon all . the foru were in 
activity. An cpcohange of shots for over an 
hour followed. Seeing that the plan to take 
the Chinese by surprise fai ed on aacount of 
the salute from the British and further 
firing being of no avail, the Japanoso re- 
tired. As the torpedo . fldtiUa was return- 
ing a Chinese torpedo bout discharged a tor- 
pedo against it, but failed to do any damage 
and for its trouble was icetanlly Bunk by a 
torpedo discharged by one of the Jopanoao 
boata, Tho salutes from the British voseel 
cannot but b» regarded as a aignal to make 
the slumbering Chineao know of the prcaonoe 
of the Japanese, ua it is not customary to 
fire salutes at tho doad of night. 

Sax Fua.n'CIsco, Sept. I I. — linrou Von 
Grutaohoiber, for three yearn past military 
adviser for Japan and he;id of tho Imperial 
academy in Tokio, haa arrived in this city. 
Tho baron ifl returning to his native land. 
He has been in many wars and takes u great 
intoreat in military matters. Ho was not 
inclined to go into details, however, except 
in a few particulars. Tho baron left Yoko- 
liamu on August 20 and only knows of wlmt 
has occurred aince then by the prces dia- 
patchea, Tho commander-in-chief of the 
Japanese army now is Count Yumagati. 
Oenersl Ogavn is ohief of tho gonoral staff, 
while Biron Noseu and General Kat/.jra 
are leading commanders at the livo at tho 
l:aid of as many diviaions. 

Ab present there are about 30,000 Japan- 
ese troops mobili/.od in Korea, with 70,000 
at home. Beeidos this there is a vast re- 
serve now in arms that may be called out at 
any moment as oooasion requires. Ifco has 
command of the naval fleet. Ib,inolttde8.35 
vessels, of whioh 22 an In Korean waters. 
Japan at present hu three military hitrborf i 
Yokosuka, Kobe and Sauetao, Toe bMe ot 



supplies is Sbimono-Z eki. The troops in 
Japan are not mobillz)d. There are five 
divisions therp, one division having 50,000 
meu. It is a mistake that China has not » 
good; navy.f ^'The'-veasels are larger and 
bstter than those of Japan, but the men are 
not good infighting material. Japan, in re- 
gard to both; army, and./ navy, is well 
equipped. Her soldiers and' sailors areas 
wnll drilled ae those of tho foremost nations, 
China's soldiers as yet amount to nothing, 
I'rinoB Gregory Galitzin, lieutenant-gen- 
oral in the Ruaslan army, senator and mem- 
ber of the Imperial Ooanoil of State at St, 
Petersburg, who arrived' a few days ago, is 
believed to have an important oommission 
in conneotioD with the war in Korea, and 
he will leave on tho next steamer for Yoko. 
hama.

The Alabama Prpss Aesoclation on British 
Ooudeiiiniitlons of Lynching. 

MoNTCOMEuv, Ala., Sept. 14. — Tho fol- 
lowing resolutions were introduced by Edi- 
tor Rol)erb-£. Lee, of Selma, at the session 
of the Alabama Press Association and were 

unanimously referred to tho committee on 
rnles : 

Whereas, actuated by motives known 
only to themselves and intent upon a mis- 
slon at variiknce with custom, a committee 

of Englishmen ia said to have arrived in 
this country fer tho alleged purpose of in- 
vestigating and dononnoing ao-oaliod South- 
ern lynchlnga ; therefore, ue it 

Iloaolved, By tho press association that 
we look upon their coming as hypocritical 
and meddlesome; that, knowing as we do, 
that wilful ignoranca as to tho American 
organic law and customs of the people and 
prcBS, the visitors claim to represent, and 
knowing tho ropponsible sources from whioh 
their alleged information is derived, wo do- 
nounoo their object and intoi ferenoe in our 
affiirs as unjuatifiible cither by circum 
stances or precedent; and be it further 

Resolved, That in view of tho recent 
whitecttp horrors, Jack the Ripper slashings 
and famouB Maybriok trial, we recall to the 
gentlemen from England the ecriptural in- 
junction, " Remove thou first the beam 
from out thine own eya and then thou canst 
Bee clearly to take the mote from out thy 
brother's eye "; and bo it also 

Resolved, That, while the association de- 
plorea the taking of law Into their own 
hands by justly incensed communities and 
{iledges its earnest efforts in behalf of a 
icpeedy trial, that even high-handed justice 
may be meted oat to the rapist fiend, yet 
we resent the attempt of a " holier than 
thou " ooa^^mLttee from a foreign land to 
teach us morality and jastice. 



THE MAINLAND STANDABD." 

Westminster Has a New Journal— Its Policy 
on Provincial ITattera. 

The first number of the Daily Mainland 
StanQ*rd has come to hand. It is a four 
page (seven columns) morning journal, and 
presents a good appearance typographically, 
and aa having at least a fair amount of ad 
vertising support from the people of West 
minster, where it is publiahed.

suited him, and the crowd who shouted 
for him woald, we tliink, soon be in a very 
bad way. 

In the cantons of Swltserlaad^here the 
population is small and'the people generally 
highly intelligent, the referendam might 
not for a time do much barm, but in larger 
communities where the uninlelligent and 
tlio violent bear a mneb greater proportion to 
the whole population than they do in that 
oountry, we believe that it would work moat 
injuriously. The plebitcite of whioh we 
hoar so much in connection with prohibition 
ia a form of initiative Wo do uot thinli 
that it haa worked very satisfactory so far, 
and wo are inclined to believe that a fur- 
ther exporiencQ of it will not commend it to 
intelligent citizens. So far it has no 
authority. It is used merely as a device lo 
enable clever politicians to stavo off the 
consideration of ombarraBsing subjeets, but 
if it were incorporated into the constitution 
aa the Populist politicians demand, it would 
have exactly the opposite effect.

SHORT, BUT NOT SWEET. 

The platform of the Colorado Populiats 
has at least one good quality. lb is short. 
The policy of that party is expressed in ex- 
actly one hundred and fifty words. The 
loadinc plank of thia platform ia a declara- 
tion in f.ivor of the free coinage of ailvor in 
the ratio of IG to 1. Free coinage haa atill 
a large support in the United States. It is 
said that many of the Southern Stai^ea are 
strongly in its favor, and if, in the next 
CongreBa,parties are almost evenly balanced, 
the Senators from the silver States will be 
able to get pretty much any legislation that 
they favor. Thus, the cause of free coinage 
is not 80 desperate as it appears to many. 

One of the planlcs ia a strong protest 
against issuing Government bonds in time 
of peace. But if the Government gets short 
of money and is not able to pay its current 
expenses, how ia it to gat on without bor- 
rowing, and if it borrows it must give its 
note of hand for the sums borrowed. The 
only alternative to this is the mannfaoture 
of irredeemable Treasury notes. But if the 
United States should be reduced to the ex- 
tremity of iasuiogbrredeemable paper money, 
what becomes of its credit, and what will 
become of its business interests which are, 
as was seen leas than a year ago, in the 
closest connection with the publio credit 7 
The mere suspicion that the Government 
could not meet its obligations in hard oash 
played the very mischief with the business 
of the whole country from Florida to Maine 
and from the Atlantic to the Pacific. 

It will be remembered that the Govorti- 
nient then poasesseJ ailvor enough, in fact a 
great deal more than it knew what to do 
with. The proposal ' to coin that silver 
freely intensified the panic, and the people 
did not feel safe until a atop was put 
to coin a partial coinage of silver. But the 
Colorado jjoliticiana have apparently for- 
gotten when an iaauo of gold bouda relieved 
the Btriogenoy and put business into some- 
thing like good shape again. 

The short platform of the Fopaliets is 
long enough to contain a demand for the 
initiative and the referendum. Thoao do 
vicoa for handing over work that now be 
longs to the Icgialutures to the poopio at tho 
polls have become quite popular with tho 
radicals of a good many ooantries in those 
days. We find them incorporated in tho 
policy of the Opposition in this Province. 

Asking for the initiative and the referen- 
dum is on admission that representative 
government is a failure. Such a request 
takea for granted that the people who have 
neither tho timo nor the inclination to give 
their attention to publio affairs and to the 
close study of the measures that are requir- 
ed by the general welfare, can do the work 
of legialatiou better than men of presamed 
ictelligonoe, chosen by the people especially 
for that purpose. Complaints are made un- 
der our i)roBont eyatcni that too much of the 
legislation of oouotries in hasty and ill con- 
sidered. How would it be if the people at 
the polls had the power of rejecting acts 
passed by tho Legislature, and of reiiuiring 
tho Legisloturo to enact laws which they 
had dictated 'i A state in which 
any demagogue who, by tho menncst and 
most dishonest means, bad become tom- 
portkrily popular oould get passed wliat laws 



THE U. S. XLEOTIONB. 

It is generally supposed that the Bepub- 
lioans in the November elections will oarry 

all before them. But dispassionate and 
clear-headed observers are by no moans sure 
that this will be tho case. The Domocrats 
were under a cloud a little while ago, but 
tho passage of tho taritl' act and the good 
consequences that are expected to follow its 
enactment will, it is believed, bring them 
into favor aijain. A good deal of boasting 
has been made about the Republican vio- 
toriea in Maine and Vermont, bub aa these 
aro Republican States tho bragsing ia very 
much like tho old ory of the Uutcb taking 
Holland, One element of the situation makes 
calculations comparatively simple. It is ad- 
mitted by the RepubUoans that the South 
is solid for the Democrats. That party have 
in the present House 129 membora and it ia 
coneidered safe to reckon upon the Southern 
oontingont being just as strong in the next 
Home. New York and several of the Eaijt' 
em and Western states will return some 
Democratic members. 

After making an elaborate calculation the 
Orogonian, which ia atrongly Republican 
cornea to the conclusion that the Republican 
party must secure 172 members from 229 
Congressional districts in the North and 
West, or three to one. " To put it differ 
ently," it continues, " the Republicans must 
elect seventy-five per cent, of all the Con 
gressmen to be elected in tho Northern and 
Western States." From thia it will be aeen 
that the Republican party haa a tack 
before it, but none the less we hope and be 
lieva that in the next House of Represeota 
tivea the Republicans will have a good work 
ing majority." 

The Populists are the uncertain element 
of the election. The Republicans believe 
that their influence ia on the wane, and that 
they will gain what the Populists lose. Bat 
the Populists themselves are very far indeed 
from admitting that they are playing 
loaing game. They boast that their party is 
stronger cow than ever it was, and that in 
tho November elections they will give a good 
account of themselves. 

As far as we have seen the Demo- 
crats are very quiet. They are not in 
dulging in sanguine foreoasta. They 
evidently realize that if they are 
to hold their own in the next Congress they 
must work hard and do some vigorous light- 
ing. From the oalculatlons of their oppon- 
ents it is easily aeen that they have no rea' 
son to be disheartened. If they do only 
moderately well they will be able to com' 
mand a majority in the Houae of Represen' 
tativea. 

With regard to the Senate the Orcgonian 
appears to be pretty oonQdont. It makes 
very elaborate oalonlations, and apparently 
tries to be impartial. It winds up by say 
ing ! " In all these States the Bepnblioans 
are confident of electing successors to the 
Senators whose terms expire this 
year. If they .succeed, tho Sen 
ate will have a Republican majority 
unless the Demooratlo andPopuIiat Senators 
shonld combine and make a mongrel major 
ity." Partisan forecasts must, of course, be 
taken with a great deal of allowance, for all 
know by experience how difficult it ia for 
the heat informed men, who havo a deep in 
terost in finding out, if poaaibio, what is to 
be the result of an election, to arrive at any 
thing liko exact, or even reliable, conolu 
aiona. The reault is often a surprise to even 
the oooleat and the most experienced politi 
oal calculators. 



THE NANAIMO IUCGEPTION. 

Tho Timea on Thuraday stigmatized our 
Nanaimo correspondent's description of Mr, 
Laurior'a reception in that city as " entirely 
falso and misleading." We think it but 
fair to that gentleman, whom we have in 
variably found to be reliable, to reproduce 
what ho has to say to our contemporary'a 
criticism — a criticiam, it must bo romom- 
berod, written without a personal know 
ledge of the facta connected with the recep 
tion. Our correspondent writes ; 

Nakaimo, Sept. 11 — The Timea editor 
ally states that your correspondent's brief 
report of the Laurier party's visit to this 
city is " Ridiculously false ; a distortion of 
tho facts for partizan purposee." Tho truth 
is that the report contained too many 
" facts," and what ia more, was couched in 
the exact language used by several of tho 
Viotcrians who acoompsnied Mr, Laurier, in 
speaking of the reception. Un^tbal) oooa 
sion theifa was not the slightest manifesta' 
tion of enthusiasm. This Is positive, and it 
ia an inoontrpvertible faob that the luncheon 
was not attended . by a singlo 
prnsentativo man, with the exception of 
the Pollno Magistrate. Another fact cannot 
be gainaayod, that Mr. Lnurior felt keenly 
tho laek of cordiality in hia rooeplion. An 
other fact, wliich many I^ibcrala in thl j city 
are prepared rpi;rotfully to admit with re- 
gard to tho nieolinp in the Opera House, is 
tho faot of a largo audionoo duly reported, 
hut un montion was made of tho fact that 
tho meeting dispersed without lh,i;,kiiig the 
Liberal leaclera for their visit, or oven puaa- 
ing a vote of thanks to tho ohairman, and 
iurthefi that, had it not been foe the inter- 



vention of Yiotoriana present on tho plat- 
form, the audience would have\Ieft the hall 
withont giving a cheer for Mr. Laurier — 
only one being heaid throughout the day, 

SOME 0SITI0ISM8. 

We see that Mr. Dalton IfoCarthy thinks 
that Mr, Liurier ia something more than in- 

deSoite in his utterances on the trade ques- 
tion. Wdon asked tho other d iy in Mon- 
treal if lio would Hupport tho Liberal party, 
ho rcplii d : " Well, what our position 
would be would depend upon circumstances. 
This I oan suy now. I am personally far 
from being a L!beruI,Jand I do not approve 
of Mr. Laurier's policy by any means. 1 
think he has been trylnij lo do name titrnimj 
oil the. tarijf ijue-stion : while his c: )ur80 with 
regard to tho Northwest (luestion io 
diametrically opposed to our ideas." 

Tne St. John Sun after having quoted 
l argely from an utterance of the Leader of 
the Opposition on the trade question ex- 
claims: "Now if any man living in Mani- 
toba or out of it can get a grain of informa- 
tion from these romarka cf Mr. Laurier ho 
muat bo a mind reader." The same paper 
thus desoribes one of Mr. Laurier's replies 
toanintervieweronthe matterof prohibition : 
Thia ia thoroughly characteriatio. It 
starts out in a way which might muke one 
aupposo that it is going to lead aomowhcre. 
It proves to be liko tho roads that Emerson 
describes which end in a equirrol race up a 
tree." 

The Montreal Gazette, commenting on 

what the Toronto Week has said about the 
sameness of Mr, Laurier's apeechce, euys : 
The trouble with Mr. Laurier'a addroases, 
however, is not more in their lack of variety 
than in their lack of point. Mr. Laurier's 
shufiilng attitude on the school question is 
characteristic of his whole leadership, pe 
represents not principle, but an appetite 
for office." 

However Mr. Laurier's critics may didor 
on other matters, they agree in thia that ho 
contrives to make long and pretty speeches 
on the queations most interesting to Cana- 
dians at the present moment, withont giving 
a clear and definite opinion on any of them, 
and without outlining a course of policy 
that can stand an impartial and intel- 
ligent investigation. On the lohool 
question he takes very good oare th<»tno 
one shall know exactly where be stands ; 
on the trade question his statements are so 
general, so vague, and so loose that it is 
impoeaible to pin him down to any particular 
line of policy, and on the prohibition ques 
tion he has, by his own admission, no coO' 
viotions at all, but will take the course 
marked out for bim by the electors. V\'e do 
not thick that the people of Canada want 
for a leader as supple a politician as the 
Hon. Mr. Laurier is showing himself to be.

Every spring, wbou the great 
masses of ice and snow lying on tho high 
mountains begin to melt under tho ii fluence 
of aoutherly breezta und the warm raya of 
the Eun, then the lurgo streams are awolled 
with those anow waters until they oveiilow 
thoir banks and tl iod tho pear 11 vt country. 
The low-lying lands in Holland eeppolally 
have to suffer yearly from inundation by the 
Rhine, and it ia one of these scenes illus- 
trated by this artist. The picture is very 
realistic in every aenae of that word, 

In their oirculur dated Septen-iber 5, 
Messrs. James McMillan k Co., of Minne- 
apolis, say. " The changes since August G 
have been a heavy advance in salted hides, 
calfskins, tallow, ginseng and scneca. The 
declines have been unimportant. The tariti 
bill ia passed and we now can buy wool, 
sheep pelts, tallow and greaeo, as well as 
furs, bides and seneca from ibu Canadian 
provinces without a duty, and are goiog to 
use every endeavor to get oloaer business re- 
lations with the paopla of that section. The 
receipts have been large for ginseng as the 
fall crop ia now coming in. The reoelpts of 
seneca root are alao large, Ib was expected 
that the war in C&ba wonld decrease the 
demand for ginseng hub contrary to expects- 
tiona it haa had the efftct of advancing the 
market. They use it aa a medioiae and as a 
protective talisman for the eoldit-re; and 
Heoond, the Chinese have been instrumental 
in advancing tho price of silver, which is 
used in the payment for ginseng Wo have 
advanced our prices very heavily ar d the 
market ie firmer. For aenecu the low prices 
atiniulatod a demand from abroad. This had 
tho tlTect of ailvancini; prices her.-. The re- 
ceipts of wool aro light ur the senaon ia over, 
the market is aleudy for medium mid onurso 
gradea, dull for fine, but we havo orders for 
all wo can got in at present pricia. The sup 
ply und demand of tho ontiru world will 
hereafter govern tho wool market, inatead of 
this country alone us lormerly, but there is 
one advantage, viz., the prici a iiro on u safer 
basis for tlioHO handling wool and polta than 
they were before. The ne.-vt auotioa wool 
haloa in London will commence September 
IS, where it ia expected tine woola" will ad- 
vance Hudiclently to prevent any decline in 
those gradts in this country." 

The Tramway Co. will give a 10 minuto 
B'Tvico to the racoB thia afternoon from 
Campboll'a Corner, at which place connec- 
tion will ba made on the hour and half hour 
with the Eaquimalt oars.

Is tlie Verdict Rendered by the 
Coruner's Jury in tbe WUbod 
Case. 



Levallet to Be Tried at Clienialuus— 
The Frovinclal Aathocities Not 
Yet Satisfied. 



The coroner's inquesb into tne clroum- 

atancos surrounding the shooting of the In- 
dian Joe Lnui at Chomainua was hold yea- 
tordoy afternoon. Coroner Hasell presided 
and Measra Ertkine, Shaw, Bone, Harnsley, 
M. Voung and H. Clay were choaen as jury- 
men, .with Mr. Brakine aa foreman. After 
an adjiuinmont to the morgue to view the 
romaine, tho cuae waa opened with the evi- 
dence of Ki. Lovalleb, the negro. 

Ho told Ilia atory with several variationa 
and described tho attempt of tho decoaacd 
ludiau to rob him. This had reaul ted in tho 
loss of I??."! or S'id. Aa to the buvinij of 
licjuor ho had only purchased a amull fl^ak of 
cognac brandy. Uuder croea (jucstioniug he 
odmittcd that ho had bought a quart bottle 
of gin and a bottle of whiakoy. Ho did not 
deny that ho had been released on hia own 
recogui/.:»nco by tho magistrate'a court and 
that ho was in tho act of leaving British 
Coluuibia when caught by the ollicora. 

R. C. Wilson who is charged with the 
shooting testified that he had met tho negro 
who ha(i told him a atory of being robbed 
by two Indiana. Ho had taken a gun and 
with tho negro «one down the track to look 
for the men. They mot the rig near tho 
railroad track. Ho went towarda tho Indi- 
ana in tho buggy. Tho atock of the gun was 
under hia arm. If it was cocked ho did not 
know it. Tho deceased Indian had como to 
warda him, and from his actions witneas 
thought it was with tho intention to attack 
him. He did not see any weapon in the 
hands of the deceased. Ho had ordered 
him back and pointed tho gun nt him, but 
had not raised it to his ahouldor. The In- 
dian made a grab at the gua- and caught it 
by tho barrels. In the struggle the gun 
wont off and tho contents, a load tf buck- 
(hot, lodged in the Indian's shoulder. 

Dr. O. M. Jones testified aa to tbe treat- 
ment of the' dead man in the hospital. 
Death had ensued from the shook and eup- 
puration of the wound. 

The Indian Amil, the eompaoion of tho 
dead man, took the stand in the evening. 
He told of the meeting with the negro and 
the purchase of two bottles cf liquor from 
him. They wore in a buggy and tho negro 
had asked for a lift up the roud 18 miles. 
The driver, Joo, had objected. It woe too 
fai ; they «»ould g've a little ride. They 
carried him two ndhs to near Mr. Wilson's 
bousQ. Then tho neRro got out of the rig 
and went on. Iu looking at the liquor they 
found one bottle broken and hud followed 
tho negro to get another. This ho refused 
to give them, aaying it waa too far to go for 
it. An altprnition had arisen and tho nogro 
went into Wilaon's houae. They had not 
followed him; the little girl made them 
keep out. Then after some more hard 
language they went on. Shortly ofter they 
mor. tho negro and Mr. Wilaon, and tho 
ecullla took place, ending in the gun beirg 
tired, 

Dr. Foote, who attended tho deceased at 
Chomainua, gave technical evidence aa to 
the nature of tho wound and tho condition 
the man was in when ho was sent down to 
Viotoria. At tho conclusion of the evidence 
the jury hold a abort conanltation and 
brought in a verdict that 

" The deceased met death by the acci- 
dental discharge of a gnu in the hands of R, 
C. Wilson." 

This oloaed the matter as far aa the cor- 
oner's inquiry was concerned, but several 
thing) yet remain to be done. The negro 
will be taken bick to Chemainua to answer 
to the charge of supplying the liquor to the 
Indians. Wilson will be held here pending 
the formal presentation of the evidence to 
th« Attorney General's department.

« Bongrh and Dnlncky Sealing: 
Cruise. 

Boats Smaslieil and Two ot Her Crew 
'Browned by "Killers'" ' 

Attacks. 

With two of liiT orow miasing and SBveral 
of her boikta sinMb«d, the aealerLibbie rc- 
tnrned home on Tburaday night after an un- 
laoky bat eveotful aeallng expedition. Ttie 
Bohooner met with her first miefortune od 
tlie Japanose oouBt whin the two mieaing 
ones, Harry Georgeaon and J. U. Bodino, 
were lost, the oiroamatanoea of their drown- 
log. having already been related in the 
Colonist. They had bwo upiefc in their 
boat by a Iciller and perUhed before the 
Bohooner oould oome to the reioue. A very 
similar accident oooarred while the sohooner 
was cff the Copper Island coast. A killer 
fish struck one of the hijiiteh' boats so sud- 
denly .and so iordbly that ita three occu- 
pants were preoipltated. into ; the water sev- 
eral feet from their craft and were for the 
moment unable to understand the oanseof the 
aooident. They managed after a atruggle to 
regain the boat and kept themselves sfloat 
until help oame from one of the other boats, 
whioh had bean attracted more by luck than 
otherwise. The experience, however, was » 
hard one, ae all were burdened with heavy 
clothinR, and while in the water wore oliilled 
through and through and in an oxhnmted 
condition when tuhon aboard the Lihbie 
Apart from theao inoidonta, the schooner'B 
cruiae waa greatly deUyod by rough won- 
thor, which Cupttiln Hackett, the skipper, 
deacribea ae the worst he ever saw. Tne 
Libbie has a total catoh of l,'20\ tkina for 
the season, of whioh 200 odd were taken ofiF 
Copper Island. Before atarting homo the 
Libbie spoke tht .Sea Lion with 2,.'?00 odd 
tkina, the Enterprise with about 1,600 and 
the ^Y. P. Hall with 900. The Rattler and 
the Odoar and H&ttie were alao spoken in 
ihe same grounds, the former with 104 and 
the latter with 120 for that neighborhood.

UYSTEES SCARCER, 

Their Price llaa Been IJalsed on Account of 
the Immense Inroads Which Have 
Beeu Made Uiiou Thcni. 

Seattle, Sept. 14 — A story being cur- 
rent that a oomblae had been formed to put 
np the prioe of native bivalves, a reporter 
visited a dealer who handles nearly all the 
products of (he Olympia beds whioh reach 
this. city. The reporter reminded the deal- 
er that the reatanranl) keepers, and amall 
de'alera had aaaerted that a combine had been 
formed among the oyater prodnoers to raise 
the price of their prodao^ijaftd that a suf- 
fering public was anxloaa to know why the 
rate to them had been ' advanced from 40 
c>nta a quart to 50 oenta. He admitted 
that the rate on oysters had been increased 
from §'2 50 a aack to $3 50, occasioned by 
the Boarcity of oystera. 

The oyatermen at Olympia had con- 
ailidated, or lormod a trust, to protect 
their own interoHta. All of them had larRo 
interests, and for years had competed 
a^'ainat each other to auca ati extent a& io 
lose money. The dealer intorviod said he 
hindled fully sixty eacUa per week, 
and the eouaoa thus fur la a poor 
one fven poorer than the opening ef 
last y>ar, but it will greatly improve. 
Tne oyatrrs are scarce from the fact that the 
povere froat two winters ago killed i It' many 
thouaanda of young o>atera which could now 
be marketed. The usual enomy of the oys- 
ter is the atar-fiah, but the oyatermen em- 
ploy men who watch the bcda close y and 
thus prevent the ravogoii of thin destroyer. 
The natural oyster beds, ho caid, are nearly 
exhausted, beoause no care has been exer- 
olsed in connection with them and no pro- 
teotion afforded them. 



FBOM THE SEA. 

U. S. Patrol Fleet Betnmlng to Their Facinc 
Coast Headquarters. 

San Fkanx'isco, Sept. 14. — The lieuten- 
ant commander of the United States ahlp 
Adams, from Behring aea, in an interview 
said that the balance of the patrol fleet may 
be expected here very shortly. The York- 
town, whioh left Sitka on the 31st of August 
for Onnalaska, is due here in about two 
weeka, and the Ranger may be expected in 
a month or so. The extent of the damage 
to the keel timbers of the Adams through 
contact with the . rooks will nob be known 
for «ome little .;time, aa it will be a month 
before she can obtain her turn in the dry 
dock, other vessels having the right ahead 
of her.

Salvador Was TJnder Military 
Bolei' .CiTil La^r Was a 
' Dead Letter. 



San Francisco, Sept. 14 —Attorney Page 
■'. Tetnmed his argument on behalf of General 
Ezeta in the United States Distriob court 
this morniDg. He ugain claimed that dur- 
ing ihe time that Ezota'a numeroua Crimea 
wern committed Silvador was under martial 
- lav. He argned that It waa the recognized 
laW;^ of nations that where a country vna 
under Diiliti\ry rule civil luw waa a dead 
letter. Ho went on to ahovs' the force of hia 
argument by citing a number of depositions 
rendered in cases growing out of the U. S. 
civil war. One inatanco ho mentioned wa8 tlin 
soi/Jng of a Southern plan'a'.iou by a 
Union general in the fall of lS6t. 
The onner of this plantation sued tlie 
general for the destruction oi his property, 
but the judc;e before the case was tried 
decided that the devastation of the plan- 
tation was a military act, refused to grunt 
the planter's prayer, and advised him to 
eae the governmeDt for the loss of his 
property. This decision the attorney said 
wonld go to show that the property de- 
stroyed by Ezeta ehonld be paid for by the 
Salvadorean goTenunent. Mr. Page also 
olted a number of decisions rendered in 
other oases, which tended to show that not 
. Ezeta, bub the goTemment, of Salvador was 
reaponsible for the ' depredations ooroniitted, 
«8 they were acts of war. Again the 
attern^took up the political aspect of 
Ezeta'e ortmes and tried to impress upon the 
court the fact that the refugees were 
wanted in Salvador not as criminals but as 
military enemies. Connsel brouf;ht up the 
case oi Nathan Hile, a young hero of the 
American revolution, who was put to an 
ignominious death by the English without a 
trial, and said that this martyr was cap- 
tured as a tpy and killed aa a dog. He also 
spoke of the case of Major Andre, of the 
English arti.y, who was arrested aa a spy in- 
side the American linop. He, like Halo, 
waa put to death ho, like Hale, was noiv hon- 
ored -uno by America the other by England. 
If Ezsta were aent back to Salvador, he, like 
Hale and Andre, would die an ignominioua 
death, Thie, he thought, might have been 
well enough one hundred years ago, but 
how different now ! To send refugees back 
to their former home would be to send them 
to instant death. He also likened Ezeta to 
Washington. Like him he laid the country 
waste, but, unlike Washington, he lost his 
cause, and now they want to put him to 
death for hie acts of war. The attorney 
then proceeded to quote from international 
law, and decUred that the old maxim "all 
la fair in war " is still the unwritten law of 
nations.

Great Cold Htrike. 

Carson, Nev. Sept. 14. — All Carson is 
eroiied over the wonderful strike made Sat 
urday in the Zirn-Chultz mine, Pine Nut 
district, Douglas county,where strikes made 
two years ago oansed ao mnoh exoitement. 
At a depth of seventy feet Zim tan into an 
ore body to all appearances half gold, and 
in two hours cook out six hundred dollars. 
During the day he extracted ore that to the 
naked eye seemed half gold, the estimated 
worth being $14,000. Zirn, who brought in 
the ore last night, claims that ho has twen- 
ty feet of fabulously rich ore in sight. The 
wondeiial strike will no doubt attract min- 
ing men and capitalists to Fine Nut and all 
sections of the coast, as it proves that gold 
deposits of mammoth proportions exist. 
The strike means renewed life in Carson and 
h11 Western Nevada.

San Fbanoisoo, Sept. 14.— The State 
Uiirymen's Association haa adjourned after 
passing the following resolutions: "That 
the association takes proper steps to enforce 
the law pasied by the laat leglalaturo regu- 
lating the weight of butter ; that it is 
recommended by this association that the 
dairymen of each county of this atato be 
recomraendod to organize county organiza- 
tions to ttcr, in conjunction with the Califor- 
nia Dairy Afsoclation to work for the benefit 
■of the industry."

Whorons it is expedient and necoesary to 
raise a sum of money for extending and im 
proving tha supply of water of 1 hu water works 
of tho City of Victoria to the inhabitants 
thereof, and for that purpose to raise by way 
of loan upon the credit of tho said city tho sum 
of $150.C(JU; 

And whereas It will require tho sum of 
$7,731 to be raised ^annually by ratefor tho pay- 
nient et the new debt and intereat; 

And vihereaa the whole ratable land and 
im proTomenta or real property of the said cor 
poratlon of Ihe City cf Victoria, according to 

tho hiBt revised assessment roll for the year 
IS9I, la $15,559.3-a.l.('; 

And whereas It will require an annual rate 
of one half of one mill In the doilar for paying 
BQoh new debt and interest; 

And whereas thia By-law shall not bo altered 
or repealed e^;ccpI; witli the consent of the 
Lieutenant Govcrnor-in Council. 

Bo it therefore ejiacted by tbo Municipal 
Council of the corporation of tho City of Vic- 
toria, as follows : 

Sec. 1. It shall be lawful for the Mayor of tho 
corporation of the City of Victoria to borrow 
upon the credit of the said Oorporation by way 
of the debentures hereinafter mentioned from 
any person or persons, body or bodies corpor- 
ate, who may be willing to advance the same 
as a loan, a sum of money not exccidlng In thj 
whole tho sum of §150,000 currency (or sterling 
money, at the rate of 4.8t) 2-3 dollars to tho one 
pound BterllngI, and to cauao all sums so raised 
or received to bo paid Into tho liacda of 
tho Treasurer of the said Corporation, tor tho

Sec. 2. It shall be lawful for the said Mayor 

to cause any number of debentures to be made, 
executed and iasued for such sums as may be 
rciiuired. not exceeding, however, tho sum of 
giriO.OiJO, either in currency (or sterling money 
at, tho rate of 1. St) 2 3 dollars to tho one pound 
sterling) as may be reiiuired, each of tl o aaid 
debentures being of tho amount of $t,OOJ or its 
sterling equivalent at tho rate aforesaid, and 
all such debentures shall bo sealed with the 
aeal of the Oorporation and aigned by the 
Mayor thereof. 

Sec. 3. The said debentures shall bear date 
the Ist day of October, 1891, and shall bo made 
payable in fifty yoars from tho a id date at 
such place, either in Great Britain, tho United 
Statca of America, or tho Dominion of Canada, 
as may bo designated thereon, and shall have 
attoched to them coupons for the payment of 
interest, and the signatures to the interest 
coupons may bo cither written, stamped, 
printed or lllhographod. 

See. 1. Tho aald debenlurea shiU bear In- 
terest at tho rate of li per cent;, per annum 
from the dato thereof, which Intorest shall bo 
payable half yearly, at such place, either In 
Great Britain, the United States of Amorica, 
or tho Dominion of Canada, as may bo ox- 
proas'^ in the debenluroa and coupons. 

Sec. 5. It shall bo lawful for tho said Mayor 
to caugo tho said debonturea and tho intorest 
coupons, either or both, to bo made payable at 
such place, either In Great Britain, tho United 
Stales of America, or tho Dominion of Canada, 
as may be desired. 

See. 0. I'or the purpose of raising annually a 
certain spocilio sum for the payment of tho In- 
terest on tho said debentures during their cur- 
rency, there Bhall bo raised annually iho sum 
of§u.7£0, and for tho purpose of rdising annu- 
ally a certain specitlc sum for the payment of 
the debt at maturity, there shall bo raised an- 
nually the snm of 9985. 

Sec. 7. The aaid annual sums in the next pre- 
ceding paragraph mentioned shall bo raised 
and levied in each year by a rate sufllclcnt 
therefor on all tho ratublo land or improve- 
ments or red property in the Municipiilily of 
the aiiid Corporation of tho City of Victoria 
during the continuance of tho said debentures 
or any of them. 

Sec. 8. It shall be lawful for the aald 

Municipal Council from time to time to pur-

Vietoria Meets Vancouver ToDay iu 
fbe Lacrosse Ghampioitsbip Series 
— CloaiBfir Yacht Eaee. 

The fall meeting of the Bowker Park 
Company opened yesterday and«c dieo»ur. 
Kglng weather conditions, hot with a fairly 
fast though sticky track, and four good 
races. The meeting had been eagerly
